The narrowing of the claim to specific cell types not previously recited in the claims requires a new search and consideration for 
purposes of art and evaluation under 35 USC 112, first paragraph. More specifically, the claims broadly set forth culture conditions 
defined by the absence of retinoic acid, and evaluation of the guidance to this breadth of culture conditions taught in the art and used for 
ES cells must be searched and considered. Further, an evaluaiton of the other negative limitaitons set forth in dependent claims must be 
evaluated.
